CHANGE RULES ON CONTROL 
OF INCENDIARY BOMBS 

New instructions for dealing with fire bombs, most important 
the use of the Jet of water instead of a spray, and a minimiza- 
tion of the value of sand, have been issued by the U. S. Office 
of Civilian Defense. 

These revised instructions are the results of extensive re- 
search by technicians of OCD and the Chemical Warfare Service 
of the U. S. Army. The major change in procedure calls for the 
use of a direct stream of water on the bomb instead of the 
spray hitherto recommended. Also the need for speed is em- 
phasized, in attacking the bomb with a jet of water as soon as it 
falls rather than waiting for the thermite reaction to be com- 
pleted or for a "burster" charge to go off. 

Experiments here and recent experience in Great Britain 
have shown it to be absolutely necessary to change our pro- 
cedure in attacking incendiary bombs. The jet method is quicker 
and more effective. 

Actually the fire the bomb starts is more dangerous than 
the bomb itself, and the quickest and surest way to reduce that 
danger is to strike the bomb with a jet of water. This puts the 
bomb out of action in less than one minute so that, if necessary, 
other fire bombs can be attacked before they can start serious 
fires. With the new method, more lives and more property may 
be saved in the event of a raid. 

The pew instructions, reduced to essentials, are as follows: 

I. Bring your fire fighting equipment to the scene at once. 
J. Shoot a jet of water directly at the bomb without delay, 
to put it out of action quickly. 

3. Then use the jet, quickly, to quench fragments and the 
remains of the bomb, and any fires that might have been started. 

4. Be absolutely sure the fire is out before you leave the 
scene. 

5. Use a coarse spray only where scattering of metal must 
be avoided, such as where there are concentrations of highly 
inflammable materials. 

6. Use sand only if a bomb falls where it is not likely to 
start a fire or if water is not available, or where the glare of 
the bomb can be seen by enemy fliers. 

The jet of water can be obtained from a garden hose, any 
water-type fire extinguisher, and a pump tank extinguisher or a 
stirrup pump. The amount of water required to dispose of a 
bomb by the jet technique is less than half that needed for the 
spray treatment. Under certain circumstances, this economy of 
water may be of vital importance. 

The use of the jet also permits the operator to stand well 
away from the bomb and, with some personal protection such 
as that provided by an ash can lid, small chair or wet blanket, 
affords Increased personal safety.

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NO CIGARETTE SMOKING 
DURING A BLACKOUT 

The State Council has reiterated a previous warning to the 
effect that cigarette smoking outdoors during a blackout is a 
violation of blackout regulations, and cautioned civilians to ob- 
serve the ruling in the coming Pennsylvania-New Jersey blackout 
'.and air raid test. 

"Air raid wardens are authorized to report all persons 
lighting matches and smoking outdoors during fhe next State- 
wide blackout test," said Raymond E. Riegelmeier, illumination 
control officer. 

He explained the authorization was under temporary regula- 
tions of the State Council which state in part: 

"Any open fires that are burning shall be extinguished. No 
additional fires shall be started." 

Although smoking is not mentioned in the regulations, Rie- 
gelmeier declared, they* are interpreted to mean that no one 
outdoors during a blackout shall light or smoke a cigarette.

The letter from Major Thomas 
reads In part: 

'Today this United States is en- 
gaged in a groat struggle against 
forces which threaten the very 
foundation of democracy. Every 
bit of metal available is needed to 
produce modern and efficient wea- 
pons of war in sufficient amount to 
stamp out the present common 
danger." 

When the cannon is turned over 
for salvage the letter directs that 
It be broken up In the presence of 
representatives of the local veter- 
ans' organization. Also, it suggests 
that the proceeds from its sale as 
scrap be used for the purchase of 
war bonds.

Montgomery County 
Court had reduced the assessment 
from $250,000 to $220,000 and Bor- 
ough Council on appeal had taken 
the case to the State Supreme 
Court.

Fire House To Get 
Air Raid Calk 

Plan Will Relieve The 
Necessity For "Dog 
Watch" 

The problem of who will man 
the "dog watch" at Narberth's air 
raid control center in the Commun- 
ity Building has been settled. 

Burgess Richard L. Miller told 
members of the Borough Council 
Monday night that hereafter air 
raid alarms would be received at 
the Narberth Fire Company. Prom, 
this source, the Burgess said ti the 
alarm would be passed along to 
members of the Defense Council 
and the heads of other auxiliary 
services notified. 

"Now," said Burgess Miller, "the 
question of who is going to man 
the dog watch will not be involved." 

The Burgess explained that the 
Borough's fire company was the na- 
tural place to receive these calls as 
there is someone on duty there 24 
hours a day. 

For the present, he said, the tele- 
phone that was installed in the 
Community Building control center 
will be maintained. 

The Narberth Defense Council 
attempted to set up a 24-hour watch 
at the control center but was un- 
able to obtain a sufficient number 
of volunteers for the night hours. 
Although 115 volunteered, only a 
few were willing to accept duty from 
12 midnight to 6 a. m. 
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District taxes as well as those "of 
the Borough. Later because these' 
taxes Were not paid $324.50 In 
penalties and $1138.83 in interest 
accrued. 

The Borough tax collector, John 
Ft. Hal], refused to accept payment 
on an assessment of $220,000 and 
Narberth Apartments, Inc., refused 
to pay on $250,000. Eventually, the 
Borough lost the case and the as- 
sessment remained at $220,000. 

What the apartment house own- 
ers want to do is to settle for one- 
half the penalties and interest dUf 
against the property, which woulc' 
be $736.67. 

Council members, while recog 
nizing this would be an easy waj 
out and a sure one, are of the 
the opinion that such a settlement 
would toe unfair to other taxpayer; 
who pay the full amount due or 
their back taxes. 

They approved a resolution t - 
accept nothing less than the ful 
amount of tax penalties and in- 
terest or prosecute the case in 
Court. 

Before they proceed, however, 
they are going to wait and see ii 
the School Board will concur in 
such action.

Reliable reports were circulated 
this week that the State Sanitary 
Water Board was preparing to ex- 
ercise the. authority It has always 
had by demanding that the an- 
thracite industry stop contaminat- 
ing the Schuylkill River with culm 
from their collieries. 

The reason for their determined 
action at this time seems to be the 
fact that the heavy culm deposits 
in the river bed were largely re- 
sponsible for recent floods. " 

Members of the Board also saw 
the possibility that greater storms 
might add to the gravity of the 
situation and cause unmitigated 
damage and great suffering among 
the people who live in the Schuyl- 
kill River valley. 

The Board is awaiting a sub- 
committee report and this report 
is supposed to tell them what can 
be done about the coal mine silt 
that is draining into the river. 

Lower Merlon. Township and 
other adjacent suburban municipal- 
ities have a stake in cleaning up 
the Schuylkill River. If projected 
regional plans are carried through 
in the future, the river will be 
used for swimming and other aqua- 
tic spqrts and its shores for park- 
ways and outdoor recreation. Culm 
deposits and contaminated water of 
the river now make this impossitol?.

The Phoenixville and Radnor 
games are slated for Villanova 
stadium. VTe have it on good au- 
thority that at least two other 
games woul<l be played there pro- 
vided a better financial arrange- 
ment could be made with the col- 
lege. 

It is our understanding that Vil- 
lanova College gets 20 percent of 
the receipts of all high school 
games played at the stadium. 
When you deduct this amount and 
the federal tax from the receipts 
and give th« visiting team its guar- 
antee there isn't too much avail- 
able for the school's athletic treas- 
ury. 

Temple University, we are told, 
charges Atington and Cheltenham 
only 10 percent of the receipts for 
the use of 1 ts stadium. If Villanova 
charged a similar fee it is definite 
that Lower Merion, and possibly 
Radnor, would play more games 
there. 

* » * 
IT'S GOOD BUSINESS 

It looks to us as if Villanova is 
passing up a good bet in not en- 
couraging the schools to use its 



stadium. There is very little, if 
any, expense connected with the 
rental of the stadium. Anything 
realized from the school games is 
so much gravy. And surely it is 
only good business to have five 
games played there, say at a fee of 
10 percent of the receipts, than 
only one or two at 20 percent. 

Regardless of the financial in- 
ducement, you'd imagine Villanova 
College would be happy to have 
local schools use Its stadium if only 
for the purpose of promoting good 
will. 



Due to the construction of new 
buildings, Lower Merlon's football 
field is not in the best of shape 
nor will it be possibe to accommo- 
date the crowds that some of the 
games are sure to draw this Fall. 
Villanova stadium is the answer to 
the problem. The college and L. M. 
authorities should get together and 
arrange things for their mutual 
benefit.

Pennsylvania's new fibre hunt- 
ing tags, replacing metal plates in 
the interest of national defense, 
will be available along with licenses 
by August 25, the Revenue Depart- 
ment said. 

First shipment of the new tags, 
authorized under an act approved 
at the wartime special session of 
the Legislature early this year, 
moved to county treasurers today. 
They will thus be available "earlier 
than ever before," Revenue Secre- 
tary Edward B. Logan said. The 
1941 licenses expire August 31. 

The new license tags, selected 
with aid of the 8tate Game Com- 
mission, are of heavy vulcanized, 
moisture-resistant fibre. Samples 
soaked in water for 70 hours show- 
ed no signs of deterioration, other 
than becoming slightly pliable, it 
was said. 

Since the lettering will not fade 
or run, revenue officials urged 
hunters to place their names and 



addresses on back of each tag so 
they may be returned quickly If 
lost. 

An . estimated 10 tons of coated 
tin plate and $12,000 was saved for 
the State and sportsmen respective- 
ly by the fibre tag substitution.
